Industrial Courts. 


As long ago as 1800 France created 


industrial courts, and the example has 
been followed by Germany, Switzer- 
land, Italy and Belgium. A president, 
who represents the public, and an 
equal number of workers and employ- 
ers sit as fi jury rather than as a 
court. Lawyers are barred. The par- 
ties to tbe dispute take turns relating 
grievance and defense, and in conse- 
quence of this simplicity 90 per cent 
of the cases are adjusted 
without 


forma! bearings. In event of threat- 
ened strikes or lockouts the courts 
have the power to sit as boards of ar- 
bitration, and it is only in rare cases 
that satisfactory agreements are not 
reached. 


Compare the simplicity of this pro- 


cedure with the American method of 
frequent trials, frequent appeals, re- 
versed decisions, remanded 
cases, 


court costs, lawyers' fees and months 
of delay, a gantlet that no poor man 
dares to run. The dollar out of which 
an alien is cheated may mean to him 
the difference between a bed or a park 
bench, and certainly his sense of in- 
justice will not inspire him with re- 
spect for democratic 
institutions—

have for the past several years, ex- 
emplified "Beautiful California" 
as 


"God's own country." 
But time and 


man has been responsible for bring- 
ing forth a glorious country 
from 


the chaos of the " Mil's." 


The thousands of visitors to the 


Panama-Pacific 
Exhibition, 
which 


closed recently, little dreamed of the 
hardships and privations suffered by 
the "forty-niners" on the 
identical 


spot where stood the grand exhibi- 
tion. 


Edwin Haughey 
laid 
aside 
his 


book with a sigh. 
Before him arose 


a vision of the trip he had mad-3 to 
California with a party of six men 
from Newark in the year of 1849. 
He again saw the little narty as it 
climbed into a 
coach 
enroute 
to 


"Jacktown" 
from 
which 
place it 


started in an extra coach for Cum- 
berland, Md. Of that 
little 
party, 


Mr. Haughey is the only one that has 
survived the ravages of time. 


The party, which was composed of

Carlisle,

Sanborn, 


John Roe, NeafOpdike of Utica, and 
Edwin Haughey, arrived in Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., the following morning.

horses and the journey to Cumber- 
land was resumed. 


"I was anxious to see a locomo- 


tive,"' said 
Mr. 
Haughey, with a 


smile, as he settled back into his 
chair, "and when I got to Cumber- 
land, we were just in time to catch 
the last coach of a train pulling out 
for Baltimore. 
This was my first 


ride on a steam road and while the 
progress was not as rapid as today, 
we made fairly good time. 
In Bal- 


timore, I was like a child 
on 
his 


first visit to a circus, when I spied 
the 
locomotive attached 
to 
our 


train. 


"Owing to a washout of a bridge 


on the line, we were compelled to 
go by boat to Philadelphia. On the 
boat the porter fell into the river 
with our baggage checks, and we 
were delayed nearly a day in Phila- 
delphia getting our trunks togethei. 
While in the sleepy city we secured 
board and 
lodging 
at 
what was 


knovvn as the 'One-dollar Hotel' at 
a price dssignated by the name. Five 
days later we arrived in New York 
and grub-staked 
our 
party 
with 


enough provisions to last two years. 
We purchased one ton of sea bis- 
cuits at 5 cents a pound, and five 
hogshead casks of ham." 


The party then began their jour- 


ney by boat to California and the 
route took them half-way around the 
world" before they arrived at their 
destination. 
On 
the 
4th of July 


they were in the vicinity of 
Cape 


Horn. 
With two 6-pound guns,' re- 


volvers and rifles, the 210 passen- 
gers aboard the ship celebrated the 
Fourth in a manner that resembled 
a naval attack on the old 'Horn.' 


In August the little party arrived 


in San Francisco and for 22 months 
engaged in the mad hunt for gold 
and fortune. 
There was»- little sick- 


ness and just a little success. Dame 
Fortune failing to 
smile 
on 
Mr. 


Haughey, he returned to 
Newark. 


His route home took him over the 
ground now occupied by the Pana- 
ma Canal. 


Mr. Haughey before leaving for 


California had two 
pairs of boots 


made in Newark, at a cost of $3.00 
a piece. 
In California he was of- 


fered $100 a pair for 
the 
boots. 


"The man who wanted to 'buy my 
boots, tried them on but they were 
not his size and I lost $200 on that 
transaction," 
said 
Mr. 
Haughey. 


Flour cost us $1.50 a pound, bread 
25 cents a loaf, and our mail $1.10 
for delivery." 
"Yes," muttered 
Mr. Haughey, 


"time has changed 
many 
things. 


Newark knew but one mode of trav- 
el, the coach. Later the Ohio canal 
was opened and then for years, we 
traveled to and from Newark either 
by boat or coach. 
Then my father, 


Judge LevI 
Haughey, J. M. Byers 


and A. Channel, contractors, received 
tho contract, of laying rails 
from 


Newark to Utica for what is now 
known as the 
Baltimore and Ohio 


railroad. 
This marked the coming 


of the steam roads to Newark. 


"I have often wanted to make the 


trip to California again, but I mieas 
I am petting too young," concluded 
Mr. Haughey, as h« resumed reading 
his book on the "New California."
